2. Citations and explanations: 

Claim 1 lacks inventive step under PCT article 33(3) as being obvious over (US 5771292) Zunquan in view of (US 5651069) 
Rogaway Zunquan teaches about determining a source destination path (Col 3, lines 45-55). Zunquan does not explicitly teach 
about assessing a probability.. Rogaway teaches on this aspect (Col 5, lines 50-65). One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention would have been motivated to make the above-mentioned modification for the reasons discussed in Rogaway (Col 1, lines 
40-50). 
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
